—The following statem ent regarding the 
wreck of the Ancon is obtained from one 
of the passengers on the ill-fated steamer, 
who arrived in this city yesterday. H e 
said: "W e were preparing to leave Loring 
at 2 o’clock last W ednesday morning, when 
the accident occurred. 
The proper way to 
leave Loring w harf is to let go the bow­ 
line and swing out on the stern, thus 
avoiding the rock which lays directly in 
front. The Captain gave orders to this 
etlect, 
but 
somebody, 
supposed 
to 
be the Chinam an, 
cast oil the stern 
line, 
and 
before 
anything 
could 
be 
done 
the 
vessel 
bad 
drifted 
onto the rocks. She struck amidship, and 
the tide, which was at ilood, began to recede 
and leave the vessel high up on the rocks. 
In alm ost an incredibly short time she be­ 
gan to crack. 
Nearly everybody was in 
bed. 
It was with difficulty some got out. 
So fast did she settle that the state-room 
doors became fastened and the inmates had 
to make their exit through windows. The 
steamer listed badly, and soon gave signs 
of careening. 
The boats were speedily 
lowered and ail aboard conveyed to land.’’

J u stic e F ie ld Says N agle W as Ju stified 
in S h ootin g. 
San F rancisco, September 5th.—In the 
Nagle case to-day witnesses testified to the 
incidents of the Terry killing which oc­ 
curred at Latbrop.

D E S P E R A T E D E SPE R A D O E S. 


M urderous A ssa u lt o f a T rio o f P rison ers 
on a J a ile r . 
Seattle (AV. T.), September 5th.—A des­ 
perate break for liberty was made this 
morning by the prisoners in the county 
jail. Jailer Patrick Farraher was feeding 
the prisoners. 
He was standing in the door 
of the corridor while the prisoners stood in 
a row and received the food from trusties. 
Highwayman Charles Clark threw red Dep- 
per into the jailers' eyes. 
The latter grap­ 
pled with him and drew his pistol. Burglar 
Barney M artin and highwayman Jam es 
Davis and four prisoners threw themselves 
on the jailer and prevented the use of the 
pistol. Martin drew a razor and endeavored 
to cut the jailer's tnroat. The latter caught 
hold of the razor and had the thnm b of 
one of his hands and the palm of the other 
cut to the bone. 
He was also slashed in 
the nose and cheek. 
The jailer sbonted for help. There were 
twenty-two prisoners in the corridor, but 
none would help him . H is cries were 
heard a long 
distance away, and the 


ruffians, fearing some one would come, 
took the pistol from the Jjailer and escaped 
to the jail yard. M artin and Clark climbed 
the jail yard fence, fifteen feet high, and 
escaped. 
Davis was on the fence when 
officer Phil Sullivan, who bad heard the 
cries of the jailer, fired two shots at him 
when he dropped on the outside. Officer 
Sheehan, as soon as he dropped, fired an ­ 
other shot. 
Davis ran and hid in an out­ 
house. 
H e is seriously wounded in the 
shoulder and may die. 
All were recap­ 
tured in a few m inutes after the escape. 
Jailer Furraher, though he lost lots of 
blood and was severely hurt, will not die. 
Davis and Clark are desperate footpads, 
and on Tuesday held up nine different 
persons. 
Owing to the num ber of burglaries and 
robberies of late, there is great excitement 
over the affair, and considerable talk this 
eveniDg of lynching the three ruffians.

M ILLER ’S LETTER . 


H e M ak es It P u b lic 111 th e E a st—F ra n k s’ 
T estim on y. 


W a sh in g to n . September 5th.—Attorney- 
General Miller to day made public his let­ 
ter of instructions relative to the protection 
to be given Justice Field, which was placed 
in evidence in the Courts in California yes­ 
terday. T his he does so that the East can 
be as fully informed of his reasons as the 
Pacific coast has been. The report of the 
District Attorney as to the incidents of the 
killing of Terry fully confirms the report 
that Justice Field was struck twice. 
It 
states that Terry first strnck Fie'd in the 
face with one hand and then with the other. 
He then put his hand to his side or behind 
him as if to draw a knife or some other 
deadly weaDon. 
Then it was that Deputy 
Marshal Nagle killed him . 
The report 
fully approves Nagle's action. 
Marshal Franks, in replv to the Depart­ 
m ent under date of August 21st, says that 
in obedience to instructions he had con­ 
stantly exercised the utm ost caution for the 
protection of Justice Field and Judge Saw­ 
yer from violence by D. S. Terry and wife. 
Of the assault in the dining-room at La- 
throp, Marshal Franks says that Terry 
struck Justice Field twice before Deputy 
Marshal Nagle interfered. 
H e continues: 
“Terry was a m an ot very large physique 
and strength. H is passions were appar­ 
ently beyond his own control, and he was 
most ready with the knife, a weapon which 
he him self declared he had habitually car­ 
ried for thirty years. 
Nagle is a man of 
slight build, and he well knew Terry’s vio­ 
lent character and skill with weapons. 
W hen he saw good reason to believe that 
Terry, so far troin being deterred by his 
official warning to ‘stop,’ was desperately 
determined to take the life of Justice Field 
and his (Nagle's) own life, Nagle prex-ented 
it in the only way any reasonable person 
conversant with the facts will pretend he 
could have done." 


O fficials T h reaten a S trike. 
W a sh in g to n , September 5th.—The First 
Assistant Postmaster-General has received 
a telegram from Postmaster Peel, of Spo­ 
kane Falls, stating that the clerks in his 
office threaten to strike, owing to the low 
wages. The Departm ent has ordered the 
Chief of the Railway Service at Portland 
to take charge of the office, in the event of 
a strike, and see that the mails are not in­ 
terrupted. Thomas B. W arren was re­ 
cently appointed Postmaster at Spokane, 
but his commission is still in the hands of 
the President. 
The main reason for the 
somewhat 
ludicrous strike in the Postoflice at Spo­ 
kane Falls is due to the fact that Spokane 
is a supply point for the Comr d ’Alene 
m ining region, and the mail demands have 
to be kept ahead of the allowances made 
by the Departm ent. As a result the clerks 
have been greatly overworked and poorly 
paid. 
In the adjustm ent of the salaries and 
allowances lor clerk hire made by the De­ 
partm ent a few weeks ago under the Act of 
the last Congress, the Postmaster at Spo­ 
kane Falls was given $1 500 less of an in­ 
crease than he asked tor as absolutely 
essential to run the office. This caused 
great dissatisfaction among the clerks and 
tney threatened to strike. 
Inasm uch as the incoming Postmaster 
will probably m ake a clean sweep of the 
office, the Postoflice Departm ent is view­ 
ing the strike with great complacency. It 
sent, however, Mr. W arren’s commission 
to the President at Philadelphia to-day lor 
signature by special messenger, and Post­ 
master Pell will soon be relieved of all re­ 
sponsibility. 
D on ’t W a n t A n y M ail. 
W a sh in g to n , September 5th.—Southern 
intolerance of negro appointments seems 
to crop out repeatedly in "the South at this 
time. The Postoffice Department has word 
that the people of Lnserne, Alabama, de­ 
liberately burned the Postoffice building at 
that place a few nights since. 
A negro 
named Gomez was appointed Postmaster 
in April last. 
It took him until the first of 
August to secure his bond, and then the 
people refused to rent him a building for a 
Postoffice. H e secured one last week and 
it was prom ptly burned down. General 
Clarkson, upon his return, will probably 
discontinue the Postoffice. 
A rm y o f th e C um berland. 
W a sh in g to n . September 5th.—Congress­ 
man Evans of Tennessee yesterday saw the 
President, and urged him to attend the re­ 
union of the A rm y of the Cumberland at 
Chattanooga on September 18th, 19th and 
20th. The President declined the invita­ 
tion with reluctance. 
He said he would be 
pleased to attend, but it was impossible, 
for after his visit to Baltim ore next week 
he would have to commence work on his 
message, and lie would be kept busy. 
Noble, Rusk and Tracy also declined, but 
Generals Rosecrans, Morgan and Burdett 
will attend. 
R est V essel *11 th e N avy. 
W a sh in g to n , September 5 th —Navy De­ 
partm ent officials are indignant to-day, and 
especially tnose of Chief Engineer Mel­ 
ville’s oivision, over the report sent out 
from here yesterday that the Charleston 
was a failure. They declare that the term 
does not apply in connection with the 
Charleston, which has shown the fastest 
speed of any vessel in the navy. True it is, 
they say, th at she failed to come up to the 
contract borse-power, hut that may be due 
to a defect, but as it now stands she is the 
best vessel in the navy.

W ashington, September 5th.—Secretary 
Noble and Commissioner Tanner had a 
long conference to-day, which was ap­ 
parently cordial in its character.

E x h ib its for th e S tate F a ir—M ysteriou s 
D isa p p ea ra n ce—S ch ools, E tc. 
F resno, September 5th.—Sunday even­ 
ing, while Commissioner S. B. Tombs was 
at church, Daniel Ahrens, a farm hand, 
came along, pretty drunk, and took his 
horse and buggy and drove home, five 
m i'es in the country and then turned the 
anim al loose. He was arrested and held in 
the sum of $1,000, in default of which he 
went to jriil. 
Mike Baker. N. D. Phelps and Tom Ag- 
new, were mining in the m ountains eighty- 
five miles hack of Fresno Flats. Their 
provisions became exhausted on the 15th 
of August and Baker, with three pack 
animals, started for the sawmill, twelve 
miles distant, fcr supplies. At the end of 


fonr days, Baker not returning, his com­ 
panions set out in search of him , but no 
traces have been fcund, not even the tracks 
of the pack anim als. 
His companions 
reached Fresno Flats yesterday and great 
excitement was caused by their statem ents. 
Some 
think Baker 
became crazv and 
wandered away, w hile others think that he 
is m urdered. A large party is scouring the 
m ountains for him . Baker was formerly a 
storekeeper at Fresno Flats, was a pioneer, 
and always a m ining enthusiast. 
On the first day of the fair free passes 
will be issued to all the school children in 
the county. 
It is denominated Children’s 
Day. 
Professor T. L. Heaton, a prom inent 
Oakland educator, was elected Principal of 
the Fresno H igh school. 
A prom inent feature of the Fresno ex­ 
hibit at the State Fair will be an extensive 
display of the m ineral resources of the 
county. 
It is proposed to make it the finest 
one there. 
George Carlyle drew nine tons 840 pounds 
of wheat into Fresno to day with eight 
horses. T hat breaks the record. 
The first installm ent of Fresno stock 
went forward to-day to the State Fair, com­ 
prising I)r.

LE G IT IM E IN N E W Y O R K . 


H e G ives a B r ie f S k etch o f th e C onflict 
in M avti. 


N e w Y o r k , September 5 t h .—Legitime' 
ex-President of H ayti, arrived this m orn­ 
ing on the steamer M anhattan, accompa­ 
nied by his family and several officers of his 
arm y. 
• 
The party were transferred from the deck 
of the French man-of-war to the M anhat­ 
tan at Santiago. 
As soon as the M anhattan was made fast 
she was boarded by Consul-General Weg- 
landes of H ayti and Stephen Preston, Min­ 
ister. 
1 he ex-President looked tired and worn 
out and eyes bloodshot. 
H e would talk 
but little, but made a few epigrammatic 
rem arks which were interpreted for the 
benefit of the reporters. 
"M y peoplecalled 
me and 1 came, ’ he said. 
"They deposed 
me and I left; not because 1 was compelled 
to, bnt to avoid farther bloodshed. On 
Saturday I shall go to France, where I will 
rem ain a short time. 
I may return to 
H ayti as a private citizen, or 1 may go to 
Cienfugoes to establish myself in busi­ 
ness.” 
In an interview Legitime gave the fol­ 
lowing history of events in H avti during 
the past year: "On October 7, 1888, i was 
elected President of the Provisionary Gov­ 
ernm ent of H ayti. Everything was done 
fairly and squarely in my election, but in­ 
triguing spirits in the North accused me 
of fraud and cheating, and General Thele- 
maque came down with an arm y to de­ 
clare himself the desired President of the 
North aud South. 
"I, of course, resisted his attempts, and 
about a week before the general election 
my troops and those of the North under 
Thelem aque 
had 
an 
engagement and 
Thelem aque was killed. 
“I did not conspire for his assassination. 
He was killed in battle, but my enemies in 
the north turned Thelemaqtie’s death into 
a deliberate assassination on m y part and 
kept up the cry against me. 
“ We had heard that four deputies from 
the north were on board the steam er Hav- 
tian Republic with evil designs, and of 
course it was prudent for us to seize them. 
The seizure cf this vessel was entirely a 
mistake, a mistake for which we were 
sorry, and this is evinced in the speedy 
m anner in which we turned her over to 
her owners, together with a large indem ­ 
nity. 
“I was duly elected President of Hayti, 
on December 17. 1888. My election was 
formal and regular. 
War, you might say, 
was begun at this period, and soon after 
my accession to power the circumstances 
and my rights, and m y people’s rights, 
forced me to engage in .it 
The war has 
been a bloody one and of 1 ng duration. 
“H ippclyte came dow.q -Vom the north, 
sweeping destruction before him , and spill­ 
ing blood in a most shameful and diaboli­ 
cal m anner, and I can a?sure you, that the 
loss of so m any lives pained me. 
“Finally, finding that an 
increasing 
num ber of the northern arm y threatened 
my southern country with destruction, I 
decided the wisest and most proper course 
for me to pursue was to resign and retire 
quietly and peacefully from the country. 
1 was not forced to leave H ayti, nor was 
there any surrender. 
My departure from 
Port-au-Prince was indeed an ovation to 
me. 
“I love m y people and I have every rea­ 
son to believe they love me. 
“It is possible I shall speDd a year in 
France and then, perhaps, return to Hayti. 
My return, however, is uudecided, and de­ 
pends entirely on the state of things in my 
island hom e." 


LUCKY BO STON M E RCH ANT. 


H e B e c o m e s th e O w ner o f F a b u lo u sly 
R ich M in es in B o liv ia . 
B o sto n , September 5th.—G. H . Fall, a 
3oston lawyer, has just retnrned from a 
trip to Bolivia, and brings information con­ 
cerning the work that has been accom­ 
plished there by YY’. H. Christy, a Boston 
m an. About four years ago Christy came 
into possession of the Londres mine, which 
has since proven to be one of the richest in 
the world. 
The diggings comprise 25 per 
cent of copper and 75 per cent, of silver, the 
latter averaging from 200 to 2,000 ounces 
per ton. 
Christy has also come into possession of 
eight lead mines and the only coal m ine 
in Bolivia. 
The coal that heretofore has 
been used in Bolivia has been brought 
from Chile and elsewhere,-and sold to m er­ 
chants in Bolivia for $200 per ton. 
The development of Christy’s coal mine, 
which appears to have no lim it as to quan­ 
tity, will bring a m uch needed relief to 
merchants, who now expect to get their 
coal for $30 per ton, which will allow 
Christy a handsome profit. 
Already there are eight hundred miners 
at work in the coal and lead mines. The 
Bolivian Government, in consideration of 
what Christy has done, and what he pro­ 
poses to do, has given him the exclusive 
privilege ot smelting in the republic for 
fifteen years, and any nnne-owner with 
smelting to do has to have it done by 
Christy. 


S u sp iciou s C ircu m stan ces. 
D eadwood (Dak ), September 5th.—Upon 
a search w arrant Deputy Sheriff Smith to­ 
day proceeded to search the premises of 
John McCleod, whose house was burned 
on the 8th of August, and his body was 
found alm ost consumed. 
It was followed 
by the arrest of John YVoods and the wife 
of McCleod for m urder. The search to­ 
day revealed two large trunks filled with 
valuables and the papers of deceased. The 
trunks had been put in the Ro it House and 
covered w ith bUnkets and boards. The 
parties under arrest, at the examination 
testified that all the valuables and papers 
missing and known to have been in Mc- 
Cleod’s possession, were lost in the fire. 
This find is one of the strongest circum ­ 
stances developed in the ease thus far, the 
arrest having been made on suspicion of 
foal play.

THE HAMILTON CASE. 


Mrs. H am ilton denies lier guilt. 
No 
one expected that she would adm it it. In­ 
spector Byrnes declares that there is no 
possible donbt to be entertained in regard 
to the infar y of the woman, or that she 
conspired to defraud Ham ilton. 
We do 
not recall a case of equal importance where 
th e disclosure of a foul combination lias 
been so swiftly exposed. 
I t is suggested 
th a t the famous Cunuingham -Iiurdell case 
of twenty years ago is nearly a p arallel; 
but in that case the truth was not for a 
long time known, and the conspiracy suc­ 
ceeded the murder. 
In this case it is 
probable that murder was to follow, and 
th a t had not the woman's tem per got the 
best of her, the murder of H am ilton would 
have followed the foisting of the infant, 
purchased of a midwife, upon him as his 
own child. 
The explanation of H am il­ 
ton's infatuation for the adventuress th at 
is given by his friend Charles A. Peabody 
accords w ith the thought already expressed 
by the R LCORD-UNION. 
Mr. Peabody 
say s: 
Mr. Ilam i'ton was a m ail of inexperience in 
intrigues. It is always such m en who become 
entangleil. H ad he been a m au who liad given 
an y portion of his life to th at sort of thing he 
w ould never have been entrapped; but he was 
im pressionable and chivalrous. He was ready 
to believe the protestations of affection for him 
m ade by this clever woman, and, having once 
given his coi fidence, it was in accord w ith the 
nature of the generous and faithful m an thHt he 
should not easily w ithdraw it. He never had 
h ad any conception of the true character of the 
w om an. 
It was doubtful w hether he had had 
an y conception of how bad it was possible for 
th e woman to be other th an she seemed. The 
attitu d e o f his m ind toward wom en, which 
H am ilton’s education and breeding had incul­ 
cated , m ade it difficult for him to realize th at a 
w om an could be so base as to be beyond the re­ 
form ing power of love and better circum stances. 
H aving once become infatuated, it was not diffi­ 
c u lt to understand how H am ilton took the 
w i naan at her word and accepted th e child as 
Lis. 
H aving accepted this, there was nothing 
to open his eyes until the s abbing occurred, 
an d tbe revelations w hich followed it were 
m ade. It did, indeed, seem alm ost incredible 
th a t a m an could get so deep into the toils of an 
adventuress, but it hasbeen dem ons!rated that 
he could, not only iu ihe case of Mr. Ham ilton, 
b u t o f other m en at various tim es, and in most 
o f th e instances the victim was educated, re­ 
fined and unused to such adventures. The 
m an 's very superiority, intellectual aud moral, 
being the cause of his shipwreck. 
The philosophy of this reasoning is 
sound. 
It is a fact that cannot have es­ 
caped the notice of any observant person, 
th a t the refined, cultivated and intellectual 
m an or woman who is withdrawn some­ 
w hat from worldly walks and experience», 
is far more apt to fall into the toils of the 
•insp iring than those who have more of 
th a t worldly wisdom that is gained by 
attritio n with varied classes of hum anity, 
high and low. 
W hether this is to the 
credit of the man of the world is a ques­ 
tion not unworthy of debate.

ON WHEELS. 


T h e C aliforn ia K xliibit R etu rn s F ro m its 
Long E astern T our. 
"California on W heels” rolled through 
the city yesterday on its retnm from its 
nine m onths’ tour of the country east of 
the Rocky m ountains. The last place it 
exhibited was at Milwaukee during the Na­ 
tional Encam pm ent of the Grand A rm y of 
the Republic. The cars will be dismantled 
by the State Board of Trade, which is now 
preparing a new exhibit to be sent East in 
November. 
The new exhibilion cars, which have 
been described in tbe R ecord U n io n , are 
approaching completion at the railroad 
shops in this city, and will be far better 
adapted to the purpose than the ones now 
in use. This method of showing to Ihe 
people of the East w hat California soil is 
capable of producing has been a great suc­ 
cess. and has attracted hither m any im m i­ 
grants, some 700,060 people having visited 
ihe traio. The new exhibit will be better 
than “the first, aod will also be shown to 
better advantage. 
It behooves Sacram ento 
to “catch on” this time, and show what 
she can do in the way of contributing to 
the exhibit. 


T h e report «mies by wire that in all 
probability the Government will accept the 
cruiser Charleston w ith an order attach­ 
ing forfeiting $30,000 of the contract price 
because ihe liorse-powcr 
under 
forced 
draught on the late trial did not come up 
to the requirem ent. 
It is to he hoped 
th a t the Navy Bureau will not insist upon 
th is forfeiture. 
The naval officers adm it 
th at the Government has in the cruiser a 
spftondid ship, one th a t is seaworthy in 
every sense, and th a t speeded up almost to 
th e required knotnge under forced draught 
in a heavy and uncertain sea, and during 
a longer run than the trial regulations de­ 
m anded. 
It is the belief of machinists 
and engineers that under normal condi­ 
tions the ship will easily make nineteen 
knots and develop all the horse-power 
th a t is possible to lie used in practical serv­ 
ice. 
It is of the highest importance to 
th e Government th at cruiser 
building 
should be eneouraged upon this coast—in­ 
deed it is more a m atter of concern to the 
Governm ent than to the contractors of the 
present or the future. 
T he forfeiture rc- 
ferr. d to will not tend to spur the latter to 
any lietter efforts, since it is a fact th a t no 
builder of motive power can accurately 
calculate the {ms*¡hie horseqiower develop­ 
m ent of an engine under conditions th at 
arc likely to obtain at sea. 
The larger 
tlie normal horseqiower handled, the more 
•difficult to determ ine the need that will 
develop the maximum under abnormal 
conditions. The Government of the United 
States should not, in the infancy ol the 
how era of war-ship building on this coast, 
insist upon such technical compliance as 
w ill discourage the art, so long as there is 
delivered to the Naval Departm ent a ship 
•equal to ail the servite to lie demanded o^ 
lier. 
It is not lost sight of, that to waive 
th e forfeiture is setting a precedent that 
m ight lead to abuses. But something must 
be ocneeded to discretion and the circum­ 
stances. 
In the present instance the first 
delay and loss to the contractors was due 
to 
the 
insistence by the Government 
upon 
construction 
of 
the 
ship 
after 
th e 
model 
of 
a 
Japanese 
ship-of- 
w ar that our engineers disapproved. 
Be­ 
sides, the margin of horseqiower lielcw the 
requirem ent is very small in the case of 
th e Charleston, and the lieliet is expressed 


b y naval officers of the Government that 
in a fair sea and with screws both im ­ 
m ersed the speed required would be ob­ 
tained, and that a higher horse-power 
would be developed. 
It would seem that 
rith e r than inflict so heavy a forfeiture 
■ujt-n this initial effort to contract on this 
•coast., the Government itself could afford 
do give the Charleston a test under more 
favorable conditions, at its own cost.

W e supposed that we were there 
to im peach the character of their 'detective,' 
W. W. Cone,” said the Chief ironicallv. 
"D istrict Attorney Bruner knew enough 
not to tmt Cone on, however, as he knew 
that his character could be too easily im ­ 
peached. If we took that case as a joke it 
was only because it was the bight ot ridic­ 
ulousness to see those ‘detectives’ fail iu 
recognizing their own prisoners.” 
“ And as to my position,” said the Chief, 
“ I am going to do my duty to the best ot 
my ability, but I am not going to be dic­ 
tated to by a lot of cranks as to w hat my 
duly is. I have no doubt that there are 
good men in that League, but they have 
been deceived. I intend to consult with 
the District Attorney to determ ine what 
games are illegal, and I am going to call a 
meeting of my officers on Saturday night, 
and tell them what I expect them to do. 
I 
will assign them to tbeir respective beats, 
and shall instruct them , both verbally and 
in writing, that they must stop gambling. 
Onr men are disheartened ; they have re- 
enved no salaries; 
there is talk among 
them now to resign in a body—and now if 
the Law aud Order League w ant to assist 
my force, let them name their men and 
they will be appointed. But they m ust not 
be men of the Cone stripe, for when I get 
information I want it from a man who will 
not be impeached when he comes into 
Conrt w ith his case. 
" I will say this much for my term of 
office,” said the Chief. “ In my first year I 
have secured more convictions, and sent 
more men to the State Prisons, than any 
of my predecessors ever did in their whole 
term. And there have been m any more 
since the acquisition of extra men to the 
force.” 


IN THE WOODS OF PLACER. 


W a ter Supply—M an u factu re 
o f 
F u lp - 
Sliarp, th e S tage R ob b er. 
George W . Towle, of the firm of Towle 
Bros., lum berm en, at Towle’s station, on 
the Central Pacific, in Placer county, is in 
the city. 
In speaking of the water supply in the 
mountains, he said it was very short, snd 
by the latter part of next week their mills 
will have to shut down. 
“This will all be 
remedied next year, 
however,” he re­ 
marked, “as we have increased the capacity 
of our reservoirs so that we can stcre an 
almost unlim ited quantity, and will have 
all that is required until the winter rains 
come. The lum ber trade opened brisk in 
the spring and there has been a fair trade 
all season.” 
THE PULP BUSINESS. 
“Are you still in the pulp business?” 
“Yes. 
We are shipping on an average a 
carload a day to the paper mills at Stock­ 
ton.” 
“ Would it not be a good investm ent to 
put up paper mills on the grounds where 
the pulp is m ade?” 
“ It undoubtedly would, for the cost of 
fuel, etc., at Stockton is not less than $3,­ 
000 per month, all of which could be saved 
by the substitution of the water-power that 
is running to waste at Alta. That, of it­ 
self, would be a handsome dividend. 
But 
they have a valuable plant at Stockton, 
and it is not likely, for the present, at least, 
that i hey will locate in the mountains. The 
mills were originally located at Stockton 
f ;r the purpose of making paper out of the 
tule that surrounds the Slough City. This 
proved a failure. 
Pulp can be made out of 
most all kinds of soft timber, but we use 
exclusively tamarack, which makes a very 
superior article. To make the paper upon 
which the R ecord U nion is printed they 
use seventy per cent, tamarack puip and 
thirty per cent, of rags.” 


THE CARSON ESCAPE. 
‘ Sharp, the highwayman, who escaped 
from the Carson penitentiary some weeks 
ago, has been loafiDgarour.d one of our log­ 
ging cami s,”rem arkedM r Towle. “H ecam e 
into the camp after the loggers had gone 
out and secured a good sqtiarem eal. H e was 
quite hungry and very footsore. 
From the 
description given byacouD leofthem en who 
saw him, there is not the least doubt in the 
world regarding his identity. H e did not 
teem to relish the close scrutiny he was 
given by the men, and did not tarry long. 
W ord was telephoned to the office at Alta 
and from there telegraphed to the Auburn 
officials, but before they arrived the 'bold 
stage-robber' Lad moved on, and i9 prob­ 
ably now on the coast. 
“One day as the long train was going to 
the farther edge of the forest, the engineer 
in passing a large pine tree saw the brim of 
a m an's hat. 
He stopoed the engine, re­ 
versed and went back and invited the 
stranger to get on and ride. The robber 
declined the invitation with thanks, saying 
he was going in the other direction. 
The

WATER AT PLACERVILLE. 


A T eleg ra m T h a t C aused C on sid erab le 
C om m en t. 
Some days ago the R ecord-U n io n pub­ 
lished a telegram from Placerville headed, 
“ No water at Placerville,” slating that the 
water supply in that section was very low. 
The Placerville Democrat published an ar­ 
ticle denouncing our telegraphic report as 
untrue and calling upon us to do Placer­ 
ville the justice of correcting the statement. 
W e printed the Democrat's article in full. 
Now comes the Piacerville Republican back­ 
ing up our reporter in the original telegram. 
The Republican prints this communication: 
THE OLD, OLD STORY. 
T he editor of the Democrat has a penchant for 
fault finding w ith anything that 
does 
not 
em anate in his prolific brain. 
This tim e he assails the local report for the 
Associated Press, and m ourns the absence of Ihe 
fool killer, because said reporter stated the sim ­ 
ple facts regarding th e shortage of w ater iu this 
vicinity, and says it is not best to publish the 
facts to the world, as it w ill not induce im m igra­ 
tion. 
Now we are diam etrically opposed to induc­ 
ing im m igration by m isrepresentation. 
If we 
cannot show facts th a t will justify people iu 
com ing and settling am ongst us, we had better 
vacate the ranch and let squatters take posses­ 
sion. But we have no inclination to give up the 
ship, for we have clim ate, anil soil, and energy, 
and pluck, w ith a commuLity o f intelligent, en­ 
terprising people w ho are proud ana content 
w ith th eir surroundings, and who w ill not sanc­ 
tion duplicity in those who represent them . 
It our w ater supply is short this year, our 
w ater system is the best in tbe - tate. and w hile 
other com m unities have sustained entire loss of 
w ater on account of the absence of the usual 
snow fall in tbe m ountains, we have an abund­ 
ance for dom estic use, and we are glnd to know 
th a t w hen a m essage appeals in ihe Associated 
Press headed PlaeerviLe, th at it is reliable. 
Cl IZEN. 
Under the head of “ T hat Telegram.” 
tbe Republican has this to say editorially : 
A com m unication in deiense of our local re. 
porter tor the Associated Press appears iu an ­ 
other colum n, to w hich we invite respectful 
attention, as we are inclined to sym pathize 
w ith the reporter in this m atter. The heading 
ol the telegram , 
No W ater at Placerville,” was 
w ritten at the R ecord-Union office, as every 
m au fam iliar w ith new spaper custom s should 
know. 
A press reporter from this city has a 
hard tim e of it if he pay s any attention to those 
w ho find fault w ith him . 
He m ay exercise in­ 
finite trouble and patience in sending nice tele­ 
gram s about the town aud county, for which he 
receives a beggarly pittance from the Associated 
Press w hen they consent to publish them , and 
no thanks from anybody. But it he happens to 
send a few lines that are supposed to injure 
some one’s real or im aginary interests, no m at­ 
ter w hether the statem ents ere true or not, he is 
vigorously denounced as though he were an 
enem y to society. On the whole, it is probablv 
best for the press reporter, no m atter who he 
m ay be at different tim es, to rem em ber th at he 
is em ployed sim ply to gather news ot interest 
to th e State, and th at he is not paid to boom 
either public or private interests. 
When he lur- 
nishes all th e interesting news reliably his duty 
ends, for he is not a “ boomer,” nor a real 
estate agent, nor one upon whose shoulders 
rests the whole responsibility for the success or 
failure of the ¡¡community in which he resides. 
He can ordinarily be trusted to say all he can in 
favor of his ow n hom e, but the public should 
rem em ber that he is paid to gather news aud 
tell it truthfully—not lo play the " boom er,” 
nor to suppress some facts and distort others. 
In the present case the statem ent concerning 
the unusual scarcity of w ater is true of this 
place just as it is true of Auburn, Plym outh and 
every other foothill town, b u r situation is bet­ 
ter than in most places, for we have an abund­ 
ance of w ater for dom estic purposes; but for 
m ining, m ill pcw er and irrigation of any con­ 
siderable extent there is a serious scarcity, due 
not to local conditions, but lo the universal 
drought on accouut of the deficiency of snow in 
the m ountains during the last three w inters, a 
condition w hich is likely to bring about a still 
greater scarcity in a few weeks frtm now. In 
Placer county the farm ers have been agitating 
the w ater question for weeks, for the scarcity 
there th rca'cn s their growing orchards 
The 
ditch w hich supplies the Plym outh m ines is 
perfectly dry—a condition hitherto unknow n, 
stream s from the m ountains th at have hitherto 
carried from 500 to 1,500 inches of w ater in the 
driest part of the sum m er contain less than a 
sluice bead, fc'o far as tb e telegram is con 
cerned, it was so worded th a t’people m ay have 
supposed th at our scarcity of w ater is peculiar 
to this place, instead ol being general along 
botli slopes of the Sierras. This w as not falsifi­ 
cation, however, and as a lover of fair play, we 
dislike to see Ihe reporter “ bouncea” w here he 
is not guilty of any real or intentional wrong.

SCENES OF BEAUTY. 


OKI OT THE CHIEF ATTRACTIONS OF 
THE COMING FAIR. 


T lic P ublic P lay-G round an d Its L eading 
F « atu re s—A M arvel o f R eality 
—A m usem ent for all. 


Ilefereuce has already been made to the 
approaching completion of the amphithea­ 
ter adjoining the pavilion, where games of 
various sorts are to be provided by Messrs. 
Weinstock, Lubin A Co., for the pleasure of 
visitors to the State Fair. 
The finishing 
touches are now being given, and the place 
begins to give evidence of what it will be 
when in runniDg order and a stream of 
electric light turned upon its beautiful and 
bright-hued embellishments. These are in­ 
tended to be instructive a3 well as pleasing 
to the senses. 
As the visitor enters the 
amphitheater from the 
pavilion he is 
dazzled by the brilliancy of the scene. 
The sides of the inclosure, twenty feet in 
hight, present one continues panorama of 
scenery. 
Standing in 
the 
center the 
eye takes in at one sweep a picture 
of the civilized world, as it were. These 
various scenes are all painted on canvas, 
and are the work of Thomas G. Moses of 
Chicago, who did the scenic decorations for 
the new California Theater in San Fran­ 
cisco. The paintings are far beyond any­ 
thing of the kind seen outside of the best 
appointed theaters or art galleries. They 
are 
not “daubs,” by any means, but 
real works of art. Here is a sweep of 
Swiss scenery—the snow capped Aipé in 
the background and a village at their 
base, with moving figures to represent the 
industrious inhabitants. Another painting 
takes the visitor into a street in Rome. In 
the foreground is seen the ruins of the an­ 
cient Temple of Justice; beyond is the 
Forum, and off in the distance the brown 
and crumbling walls of the Coliseum. 
Next is a glimpse of Syrian scenery, 
with mosques, minarets and other quaint 
bits of architecture. 
Looking northward 
across the grounds the eye is attracted by a 
bold and striking representation of an old 
Scottish castle rising from the rock-bound 
ocean shore, with its great solid walls and 
towers overlooking the sea—grand, gloomy 
and awe-inspiring. The coloring is somber 
and in keeping with the historic idea. The 
moon sheds a wierd light over the water, 
the gray old castie, and a solitary ship in 
the distance. 
Farther on Í3 another striking picture— 
that of the ruins of the Grecian Acropolis, 
standing upon a high, rocky promontory 
overlooking the sea, with a bit of pretty 
landscape in the foreground. The lights 
and shadows in this painting are well har­ 
monized, and the visitor is only repaid for 
turning from the scene by the equally im­ 
pressive view, on the west wall, of the 
Egyptian Pyramids and the broad sweep of 
desolate country round about them. The 
6cene is so realistic that one can readily 
imagine himself in the presence of these 
great African wonders. 
The view al90 
takes in the ruins of an ancient temple 
near Alexandria, and an adjoining canvas 
shows a group of Egyptian obelisks. 
Interspersed between these views—which 
are of an historically instructive character 
—are equally large paintings calculated to 
amuse and delight the visitors. 
First 
comes “The House that Jack B u i l t t h e n 
a handsomely decorated court where Cin­ 
derella is to hold her wedding reception. 
An ante-room adjoins it, wherein little 
footmen in quaint costumes will receive 
the guests for presentation to the princess. 
The latter treats them to refreshments, al­ 
ter which they take leave of their hostess 
and pass out at the opposite end of the re­ 
ception hall. In short, Cinderella keeps 
“open house" for her little friends in a 
style fully in keeping with the idea of the 
pretty legend. 
In another place the “Old Woman that 
Lived in a ¡shoe” undergoes martyrdom at 
the hands. of a liock of little tots that 
throng in and out of herquaint abode. The 
shoe is of heroic pattern, and appears to 
have been built upon a Chicago girl’s last. 
It is about eight feet high and twelve long. 
Like a weil-worn piece of modern foot­ 
gear, it has a gaping chasm at the heel and 
another where the smail-toe corn generally 
presents itself. Through these tunnel-ways 
the poor woman’s juvenile tide will ebb 
and fiow, to the delight of visiting little 
ones. 
- 
Yonder, on the east side, is Santa Claus' 
ice-bound cave, where the generous old 
fellow will be found busily engaged in 
loading up his sleigh with toys preparatory 
for a Christmas Eve tour among the homes 
of his little friends. 
From the northeast corner the gorgeous 
cave of Aliadin dashes its brilliancy upon 
the surrounding scene of beauty. 
The 
artist has expended his best efforts in the 
decoration of this portion of the display, 
and under the electric lights it is expected 
to eclipse, in brilliancy of coloring and 
beauty of design, the wildest imagery of 
the author of ttie “Arabian Nights.” 
On the north side, and near the feudal 
castle referred to, rises the hill down 
which Jack and Jill are supposed to have 
tumbled with their pail of water. It is 
some fifteen feet in hlglit, has a well at 
the summit and hidden stairs leading 
thereto from cittier side. 
Then com es a beautiful grotto with “The 
Babes in the Wood,” the “Sleeping Beauty,” 
etc., the circuit of the grounds concluding 
with a representation of "Robinson Cru­ 
soe’s C abin.” 
The above comprise a general outline of 
the wall effects, but the floor attractions are 
scarcely less interesting. The former are 
for the eye, but the latter are intended for 
the real enjoyment and entertainment of 
visitors. In the center of the grounds, and 
surrounding the mast that supports the 
tent overhead, is the band-stand, whence 
music will be nightly dispensed. 
The 
stau.l is some twelve feet above the ground. 
In the several corners of the grounds are 
miniature structures—temples, mosques, 
etc., representing the different styles of 
architecture known to ancient and modern 
times. Yonder rises a chaste and classic 
Grecian structure—square, solid and severe 
in its simplicity of design, but showing the 
refined taste of the builders of ancient 
Greece. In another part of the grounds 
stands a Syrian temple, and in another one 
of Egyptian design. Then comes a Tartar 
or Japanese pagoda, resplendent in its 
bright and gaudy colorings. 
These buildings are 
all—except 
the 
frame-works—constructed 
of 
materials 
taken from the shelves and counters of 
Messrs Weinstock, Lubin & Co.’s great 
establishment. Beautiful damasks are em­ 
ployed to give (fleet to the columns; 
unique ornamental designs are effected by 
the use of thousands of lead pencils; an­ 
cient mosaic-work is represented by curi­ 
ous designs in buttons ; whisk brooms and 
writing tablets, artistically employed, give 
effect to cornicew o rk ; the Japanese pa­ 
goda gets much ol its brilliancy in coloring 
from the gilded covers of autograph al­ 
bums, perforated (silvered' cardboard, car­ 
penters’ rules, etc.. while some very pretty 
effects are secured by the employment of 
blacking-brnshes, etc. Indeed, it would 
require columns of spsce to fully describe 
the method ot erecting and ornamenting 
any one of the miniature structures re­ 
ferred to. Suffice it to say that from the 
abundant and varied stocks of goods car­ 
ried by the promoters of this enterprise 
come all the embellishments of this min­ 
iature fairy land. 
Within these temples will be seen all 
sorts of games represented and played by 
mechanical dolls and other figures. Under 
the Japanese pegoda these Lilliputians will 
indulge in croquet ; the Grecian temple 
will hold a dining-room scene; the Syrian, 
lawn tennis, while within the Egyptian 
structure will be represented a modern 
school-room, with teacher and pupils, Kzy pt 
having been the earliest seat of learning. 
Stalls have also been erected, walled in 
by wire netting, in which various pitch- 
and-toss games will be provided for men, 
women and children. Four bowling alleys 
are provided—two for ladies and juveniles, 
and two for men--all being equipped with 
the best of appliances. Then there are 
shuffle-boards for the ladies, shtiliie-boards 
for children, and shuffle boards for gentle­ 
men. 
In one portion of the grounds is laid out 
a splendid lawn tennis court; in another a 
superb cinder-track for bicyclists, with a 
plat of green grass in the center, surround­ 
ing a miniature mountain, down whose 
sides rush two clear and gurgling brooks, 
forming a little lake at the base. On this 
grass plat are small tents representing 
camping parties. 
The various iceal clubs will have charge 
of most of the games for adults. For in­ 
stance, the Bicvcie Club will control the 
cinder-track; the I.awn-Tennis Club the 
oonrt prepared lor that sport; and the 
Athletic Club, the Turners, the Caledon­ 
ians and the Kindergartens will all be as­ 
signed to direct the different games that 
come within ilieir respective spheres. 
There is a large space fenced in and to be 
devoted exclusively to the entertainment of 


little children. It is called "Baby Land,” 
and is supplied with rocking-horses, swings, 
rowing-machines, tricycles, etc. Nobody is 
to be allowed to invade this baby-world ex­ 
cept mothers or attendants upon the little 
ones. 
Another attraction for the youngsters is a 
circular tank of zinc, or rather a tier of 
tanks, in which miniature steamers, pro­ 
pelled by machinery, will race. The upper 
circle will be surmounted byatiny railroad 
track, around which a train of cars will be 
drawn by a six-inch steam locomotive. 
There will be probably seventy-five dif­ 
ferent table games in all, open to visitors, 
under certain restrictions. Seven phono­ 
graphs will be exhibited, affording the pub­ 
lic au opportunity to study the wonders of 
this great modern invention. 
Seats for about 000 persons have been 
erected in semi-cireular form on the west 
side of the grounds, from which a view 
can be had of the entire scene. The am­ 
phitheater will be lighted by electricity, 
and not until seen under this brilliant 
light will its full beauty be realized. 
Some night during the fair will be set 
apart for the competiiive drill by the mili­ 
tary companies, for which ample space can 
readily be provided. 
All the appliances for games are made in 
the most durable manner, and as much 
care and skill has been employed in their 
construction as if they were intended for a 
first class gymnasium. These things Messrs. 
Weinstock, Lubin & Co. purpose tendering 
to the city, or some local organization that 
will C9re for the same and maintain a pub­ 
lic play-ground. Such a generous offer as 
this should certainly command considera­ 
tion at the hands of the city authorities or 
local clubs. 
The central thought of all this marvel­ 
ous display is this, that it is demonstration 
of the need for amusement and entertain­ 
ment combined at great fairs, and that this 
is the first real, rational and comprehen­ 
sive meeting of that demand. So, too, it 
impresses every visitor with this truth, 
that nothing like it has ever been seen, and 
that it is worth a trip from the most distant 
part of the State to see it. And again, it 
impresses the visitor with the truth that it 
is the duty of the people of a city where an 
exposition is held to undertake and carry 
out these features that appeal to the fancy, 
the imagination, the love of the beautiful 
and the taste for wholesome amusement. 
In this instance it is proved beyond cavil 
that Sacramento enterprise has met and 
discharged this duty in a manner that 
ought to command attention from all the 
State. 


SETTLED AT LAST. 


T he Ju d g m e n t in th e H orace A dam s 
Case F in a lly A ffirm ed. 
There was filed in the office of J. S. 
Williams, Deputy Clerk of the Supreme 
Court for the Sacramento District, the de­ 
cision in the Lambard-Adams case. This 
action was commenced by Horace Adams, 
plaintiff’s testator, on September 2, 1880, 
for an accounting and to compel the de­ 
fendant to convey to him an undivided 
one-third interest in the Mount Pleasant 
Mine, near Grizzly Flat, El Dorado county. 
When 
the 
plaintiff learned from the 
answer to his complaint that the defendant 
had conveyed the property to innocent 
purchasers, and that a specific performance 
of the contract to reconvey was impossible, 
ha filed an amended complaint, alleging 
the value of the mine, and praying that if 
it should appear from the evidence that a 
specific performance could not be enforced, 
a judgment be entered against the defend­ 
ant for the value of the property. The Su­ 
preme Court affirms the judgment of rite 
lower Court, Judge Thornton and Chief 
Justice neatly dissenting.

C onstables A ppoint th e 'T a x -G a th e re rs — 
T he R aid on th e L ovdal H op 
R an ch F a st M onth. 


In Justice Newton's Court, in Washing­ 
ton, V olo county, the examination of the 
Chinamen charged with assaulting a poll 
tax collector came up yesterday. Charles 
T. Jones of this city represented the de­ 
fendants and District Attorney Gaddis of 
Yolo conducted the prosecution. The de­ 
fendants, twelve in number, had previously 
been arraigned on the charge of assault 
with intent to commit murder. 
• 
George Anderson, the prosecuting wit­ 
ness, was the first called. His story of the 
affair was as follows : He had been depu­ 
tized to collect road and poll taxes, and on 
August 24th he went to Lovdal’s ranch, a 
couple of miles up the river, to collect 
taxes from the Chinese hop-pickers. He 
took two boys, Oscar Hanson and John 
Rowers, with him in his cart, and drove to 
the ranch, arriving there between 12 and 1 
o’clock at noon. 
The Chinamen, who 
were camped in the field, had just about 
finished their noon meal, anu Anderson 
stopped them as they were going off to the 
hop fields and demanded that they pay 
their poll taxes or show their receipts, if 
they had them. The Chinamen did not 
seem to pay much attention to him, and 
some passed by him. He caught one of 
them, a tall fellow, and kept him from 
passing, at the same time showing bis 
books and ordering the Mongol to pay his 
tax. The latter became exasperated, and 
drawing a large knife, with a blade six or 
eight inches in length (a knife used in the 
hop fields) raised it in a threatening man­ 
ner. 
The testimony was somewhat conflicting 
as to whether or not Anderson had his pis­ 
tol in his hand all the while, or wfietner 
he drew it from his pocket when the Chi­ 
naman raised the knife; but at all events 
the Constable dealt the heathen a slrarp 
blow on the head with his pistol, and*Ihe 
force of the blow knocked the latter down. 
At this juncture all of the other Chinamen 
came rushing to the rescue, some with 
knives and others with pieces of hop poles. 
They partly surrounded the officer and kept 
backing him up, brandishing their clubs. 
One of them struck Anderson on the arm 
with a stick. He backed up for a distance 
of about 150 yards, until he reached Mr. 
Lovdal’s house. Here he stooped, as did 
►the excited Chinamen. Afterward the boss 
of the gang induced them to go away. 
After the witness had made his state­ 
ment Mr. Jones subjected him to a rigid 
cross-examination. 
“What authority did you have for col­ 
lecting road or poll taxes?” asked Mr. 
Jones. 
“I was deputized by Mr. Todhunter, the 
Constable here. He gave me the books 
and told me to collect,” was the answer. 
“Then you never received any written 
appointment from the Assessor of Y’olo 
county or your Roadmaster, did you?” 
“No, sir,” was the reply. 
“Don’t you know that you had no power 
to collect road or poll taxes, unless you 
were duly appointed by the Assessor and 
until your appointment had been tiled in 
his office?” continued Mr. jones. 
“No, sir,” said the witness; “I thought I 
had full power as I was.” 
Mr. Jones then went oa to ask the wit­ 
ness why he took the two boys and a shot­ 
gun with him, and why he held the pistol 
in his hand. 
The witness answered as best he could. 
He didn’t intend to use the gun nor the 
pistol, but might have had a right to use 
the latter in self-defense. 
He was then asked if he could positively 
identify every one of the twelve Chinamen 
as being his assailants, but the witness 
would insist on answering: “1 can’t swear 
positively.” When he was compelled to 
give a positive answer, he could only swear 
positively as to five or six of them. The 
others were probably there, but he could 
not swear to it as a positive fact. 
Oscar Hanson and John Rowers and 
others were sworn for the prosecution, after 
which the testimony for the defense was 
introduced. The statements of the China­ 
men differed somewhat irorn that of the 
complaining witness. 
After the testimony was all in, it was de­ 
cided to postpone the arguments in the 
case until Saturday. 


CENTRAL STREET RAILWAY.

A number of the elegant new cars of the 
Central Street Railway Company have 
arrived, and were put upon the road yes­ 
terday for the first time. They are much 
finer than the other cars upon the same 
line and attracted a great deal of attention 
as they passed along J street.

Considerable of the session of the Police 
Court yesterday was taken up in the trial 
of Antone Vallis, charged with threats 
against life.

He had endeavored to strike 
her with a heavy cane, and said he would 
fix her by giving her a hot bed (meaning 
that he would burn the house). The wit­ 
ness also testified that on July 31st last her 
husband kuocked her down, stepped on her 
breast with one foot and poured barley into 
her mouth. She has not fully recovered 
from the effects of this treatment, and at 
times cannot retain food on her stomach. 
Miss Vallis, who is only a step daughter 
to Vallis. testified to the abuse which she 
and her mother had been subjected to. and 
also to tbe fact that Vallis had chased them 
from the house the other day. He always 
carried a pistol. 
When Vallis was sworn he testified that 
his wife had made a great deal more out of 
the matter than really occurred. He poured 
the barley into her mouth because she bad 
thrown a hucket cf dish-water on his new 
clothes. He had told her that if she did 
not give him a deed to a share of the prop­ 
erty he would not support her any longer. 
Judge Buckley took the matter under ad­ 
visement until to day.

The Injured H usband Obtains Possession 
of Some o f Ilis Property. 
A tlantic City (N. J ), September 5tb.—

velops! to-day. This morning a m an pre­ 
sented him self at the door of tbe Noll 
Cottage and asked to see Mrs. Rupp. The 
audience was denied bint by the special 
officer who is on guard at the house. 
After a few words the officer walked 
around to Justice Irving’s office and the 
two returned to the cottage. 
The stranger 
then produced the proper credentials, also 
a letter addressed to Mrs. Rupp. It read: 
l’iease let the bearer. Mr. Edward R. Volme.n 
have my property in your possession, including 
a trunk, clothing, gun, case and box of saddles, 
etc. Yours truly. 
Rout. RYy Hamilton. 
After some delay Justice Irving granted 
tbe request. 
Besides the articles named in the letter 
several pieces of jewelry and photographs 
which were in the custody of Mr. Rupp, 
also articles in the trunk of Mrs. Ham ilton 
latgely augmented the luggage which bur­ 
dened Mr. Volmen when be boarded the 
3:40 train this afternoon. 
_ Orders of the most rigid character were 
imposed upon the officer this afternoon re­ 
garding the custody of Mrs. Rupp. 
Justice Irving savs no one is to see or 
converse with her for the present. The 
$600 bail which Ham ilton placed in the 
hands of a responsible party for his appear­ 
ance when required is now forfeited and 
will be handed to the county. 
THE CONNECTING LINKS. 
N ew Y ork, September 5:h.—Inspector 
B yrnes’ chain of evidence against the Rob­ 
ert Ray Hamilton conspirator is now com­ 
plete. 
The last link in the shape of the 
identification of the $10 baby by the mid 
wife who sold it having been welded to it 
to-day. 
Joshua Mann told the Inspector to-day 
that Mrs. Hamilton showed him the will 
which her husband had made in her favor. 
It provided, in the event of his death, all 
his money, family jewelry and plateshould 
go to her and the child, and she was to be 
the custodian of the child until she became

OLD LOG COLLEGE. 


Celebration Under the A uspices o f the 
ritilndelpliia Presbytery. 
P hiladelphia. September 5th —The Old 
Log College celebration, under the auspices 
of the Presbytery of Philadelphia, North, 
began to day on the old Tennent farm, near 
H artsville, Bucks county, Pa., where the 
college was originally located, on a farm 
tweuty miles front Philadelphia. The ex­ 
ercises of the day are really commemorative 
of the founding of the Presbyterian Church 
in the United Slates. The Log College was 
established in 1720 by W illiam Tennent, 
and nourished until 1742, when Princeton 
College was founded. 
It may be said that 
the Princeton institution sprang up front 
the prim itive college established by Ten- 
nent. 
President Harrison and Postmaster-Cen- 
eral W anam aker 
were present, having 
driven from W anam aker’s country seat 
this morning, a distance of eight miles. 
The farm-houses along the route were 
decorated, and there was a continual ova­ 
tion. 
Tents have been erected on tbe 
Tennent farm, and an im mense crowd 
from the surrounding country and P hila­ 
delphia, including prom inent divines from 
all over the country, is present. 
A long programme has been arranged, 
divided into two parts. 
It opened with re­ 
ligious services at 1:15 
The President and 
Mr. W snam akcr were taken to a large tent 
and given a most enthusiastic welcome as 
they took seats on a taised platform. As 
soon as the party were seated the first paper 
of the day was read by Rev. 1). K. Turner, 
of Hartsville, descriptive of tbe founding 
of the Log College and the useful career of 
its founder, lie was followed by Rev. R. 
M. Patterson, of Philadelphia, editor of the 
Presbyterian, who delivered an address on 
log college evangelists. 
Rev. Dr. Murray, Dean of Princeton Col­ 
lege, delivered an address, and was followed 
by Rev. Dr. Mcllwaine, Presidentof H am p­ 
ton Sydney College, Virginia. on “ The In­ 
fluence of Log College in the S. uth.” 
W hen President Harrison rose to speak 
25,000 persons cheered him repeatedly. He 
said, in part : “ I thank you for your hos- 
Í 
iitable treatm ent of me and m ine ta-day, 
tut I must say I have much pleasure in 
being here, for every impulse of honest 
pride which stirs your hearts moves mine. 
I am glad to stand here at the source of a 
great movement—1 have seen the Missis­ 
sippi pouring out its enormous flood to the 
Gulf, and I have had the pleasure of stand­ 
ing at the source of the great Missouri. 
But w hat is the force and energy implied 
by these rushing streams when compared 
w ith the movement inaugurated here'.’ 
[Applause.] 
1 am glad to be here to help 
you celebrate one of those great impulses 
springing from sm all beginning, and yet 
how far reaching in its results and effects. 
I do not want unduly to exalt the Presby­ 
terian Church, and yet 1 think historians 
who have been untouched by partisanship 
will testify that it has been magnificently 
jweseed onward. 
Let us take no backward 
st*qis. 
Let us continue to merit the favor 
of God, and do bis work until the world 
shall cease to move. Steadfastness is our 
characteristic. O ar enemies have called it 
obstinacy, and there are occasions when 
even that trait and characteristic has its serv­ 
ices. 
Let us. ruy friends, continue to be 
steadfast to the faith nurtured and strength­ 
ened on this spot.” 
At the close of the President's speech 
there was a scene of wild excitement. For 
five minutes men and women were cheer­ 
ing and waving handkerchiefs. 
After singing the hymn “ Nearer, My 
God, to 
Thee,” the morning 
exercises 
closed. 
At 1:30 the President and party were 
escorted to a tent where a bountiful lunch­ 
eon was spread. 
At tbe conclusion of the 
lunch the President and party started back 
to W anam aker’s. 
The departure of the President did not 
seem to lessen the size of the crowd. 
At the afternoon session Governor Beaver

PROHIBITIONISTS. 


They Adopt a Platform and N am e a 
Ticket in New York. 
S yracuse (N. Y.), September 5th.—The 
Prohibition State Convention resumed its 
session this morning. The question of 
holding a State Convention in 1890 was 
left to the discretion of the State Commit­ 
tee. A motion that the highest nom ina­ 
tion of the Convention be given to a lady 
was voted down. Tne work of selecting a 
State ticket was then commenced. 
The following ticket was selected : 
Sec­ 
retary of State, Jesse H. Griffin: Comp­ 
troller, M. R Reand, of Tona wanda; Treas­ 
urer, J. W. Bruce; Attorney-General, C. A. 
Hart; State Engineer and Surveyor, A. J. 
Kenyon; Judge of Court of Appeals, W . J. 
FarriDgton. 
The platform adopted declares that the 
prohibition of tbe liquor traffic, both Stale 
ami National, should be the dom inating 
and dividing political issue until such pro­ 
hibition shall have become a recogDized 
and settled policy of the Government. 
License, high or low, is vicious in prin­ 
ciple and powerltss as a remedy and local 
option has proved unsatisfactory. 
It rec­ 
ognizes the duty of the coming Legislature 
to subm it the prohibition amendm ent, but 
protests against such a submission by any 
political party whose only purpose is pro­ 
hibition’s defeat. 
The platform farther affirms that the 
right ol sullrage rests on no mere circum ­ 
stance of race, color, sex or nationality. 
The law should be so amended as to re­ 
quire ten years’ residence for naturaliza­ 
tion. 
Declares opposition to trusts and monop­ 
olies and approves civil service reform 
when rightly applied. 
It holds that while 
the Government can atTord and ought to 
be just and genetous to honorably-dis­ 
charged soldiers and sailors of the republic, 
the doors of the United States Treasury 
ought not to be thrown open to gratify the 
desires or satisfy the greed of claim agents 
and unscrupulous politicians. 


FEARFUL, DEATH. 


Two Men Literally Torn in Shreds by 
D ynam ite. 
J acksonville (Fla ), September 5th.—A 
terrible explosion occurred this m orning at 
the mouth ol S t.Jo h n ’s river, bv which two 
men were killed and several injured. 
Captain Ross, in charge of the Govern­ 
m ent jetty works at S'. John's Bar, has been 
engaged for several days in blowing up 
the submerged wreck of a ship which for 
years obstructed the channel off Newport. 
Two men, R. T. Moore, aged 22, and a col­ 
ored man named Howell, were shoulder­ 
ing a 25 pound can of dynam ite when it 
expli ded with a terrific report and blew 
both men to atoms. 
The only portion of Moore that was 
found after the explosion was one toe. 
Eugineer Dunn of the lighter, was badly 
shaken up and is almost insane with grief, 
over the fate of his companions. The 
machinery of the jetty, lighter and the en­ 
gine was completely demolished. 
Moore’s 
vest and trousers were subsequently found 
among the floating wreckage, torn com­ 
pletely to shreds. 


SECRETARY W DiDOM . 


II«* is Interview ed Upon the Im portation 
o f Load Ores. 
K eene (N. H ), Septemner 5th.—Secre­ 
tary W indom, who has been in this city 
for several days with his family, was seen 
to-day in relation to the reported retalia­ 
tion on the part of the Mexican Govern­ 
ment on account of tbe alleged rulings of 
the Treasury Department adverse to the 
im portation in the United States of Mexi­ 
can lead ores in regard to the imposition of 
duties of Mexican vessels. 
The Secretary, after reading the dispatch 
carefully, said that in regard to lead ore, 
this Government had not recently entered 
upon any policy shutting out the products 
of Mexico. No ruling had been lately 
made on the subject except as to certain 
instructions to collectors of customs on the 
border to prevent fraudulent im portation 
of Mexican lead ore. 
The question as to the classification of 
lead ores had been for some time pending 
in the Department, but no decision in re­ 
gard to the m atter had yet been reached. 
In regard to imposing duties on Mexican 
vessels, the law imposed a discrim inating 
duty of lti per cent, on goods im ported in 
foreign vessels, except the vessels of na­ 
tions with which the United States has 
treaties on the subject. The President is 
authorized to relieve vessels of other n a­ 
tions from that discrim inating duty upon 
satisfactory proof that such countries do 
not levy such duties on our vessels. 
As Mexico does levy such discrim inating 
duty on goods im ported in American sail­ 
ing vessels, there is no power to relieve her 
vessels of such duty.
